Sivaxd and 
Grigorovich-Barsky of USIA, for the purpose of outlining the exhibit of IL$, technical 
I.i©osca to be held, in the USSR from November 19)2-Maxch 1963. Mr., Sivard explained 
f’hat this exhibit has been on she planning board for some time, but that it is still nor. 

Kirmly decided in which cities in the USSR (other than Moscow) She exhibit will be 
tahown nor tor how long.. The U,S has requested that it be shown in Four cities for 
three weeks each; the USSR has countered with the sug Ration that on ly three cities be 
involved. The exhibit will comprise between 1('~15 ( >Q0) volumes in various technical 
fields. Titles will be purchased in two or three copies to allow for pilferage, loss., 
damage, etc. A total of 1„ 000 titles will be in the exhibit and displayed in exhibit casns 
luilt to permit maximum display and handling. Among the technical works displayed 
will be those for* the nontechnical reader. e.g.» do-it-yourself handbook, the handyman ^s 
guide io plumbing, as well as technical manuals for ti» • elementary to high school levels,, 
special books for the handicapped worker,, etc. It is biped to have the exhibit open to tbs 
USSR public during one half of each exhibit day. and to limit the other half to students:, 
technical experts, etc. There will be a section devote! to paperbacks on U„S. technology. 

Ho anti-communist literature will knowingly be included in the exhibit, as the USSR would 
demand its withdrawal. Disposition of the boolci following the exhibit has not been 
determined.
